The Department envisions that the 2021 plan will inform the development of the 2024 
plan.  To the extent that any datasets used in the development of the 2021 plan remain 
current and relevant the Contractor may employ them.  However, it is the Department 
expectaƟon that the Contractor will use the most up to date and current datasets 
available in the development of the 2024 plan. 

The most recent broadband deployment informaƟon is posted on the PSD website. It is 
expected that this informaƟon will be used by the Contractor in the development of the 
plan.

Has the VTDPS identified specific portions of the Vermont 10-Year Telecommunications 
Plan dated June 2021 that were/are inadequate and should be replaced/excluded from the 
next Vermont 10-Year Telecommunications Plan to be developed under this RFP?  
 

No, the department has not idenƟfied inadequate porƟons but since the past 10-year 
plan was wriƩen addiƟonal statute have been passed related to broadband access which 
impacts the 10-year telecom plan.  

Act 71 (H.360) from the 2021-2022 session was enacted since the 2021 Telecom Plan 
was adopted and this included several significant changes to state telecom planning 
statutes.

The Plan must be adopted on or before June 30, 2024. Before adopƟon, the Contractor 
must prepare the Public Comments DraŌ Plan, and the Final DraŌ Plan.

30 VSA 202c states that it is the purpose of the Telecom Plan to support 
measures designed to ensure that by the end of the year 2024 every E-911 
business and residenƟal locaƟon in Vermont has infrastructure capable of 
delivering Internet access with service that has a minimum download speed of 
100 Mbps and is symmetrical. 

30 VSA 7515b states that it is the purpose of the ConnecƟvity IniƟaƟve is to 
provide each service locaƟon in Vermont access to broadband that is capable of 
speeds of at least 100 Mbps symmetrical.
